I used 
one  in  my  cabbage  patch  and  one  among 
my  liees.

Dear  Children: 

I saw  many  things  that  interested  me 
during  my  short  stay  in  Virginia.  I never 
tired  of  looking  at  the  mountains,  the  Sum- 
mit of  whose  peaks  sometimes  reached 
above  the  clouds,  with  their  steep  rocky 
sides  covered  with  a^«nse  growth  of 
spruce,  hemlock,  oak.  pine,  etc.,  while  at 
their  base  some  leaping,  rushing,  roaring, 
sparkling  stream  would  be  fretting  and 
foaming  as  it  madly  dashed  and  splashed 
and  rushed  and  gushed  on  its  way  to  the 
sea.  The  next  day  after  juy  interview  with 
Gen.  Wise  I went  to  Lejsvisburg,  a beauti- 
ful little  town  on  the  trip  of  the  Allegheny 
Mountains.  Some  citizens  kindly  toek 
charge  of  me  and  tenderly  and  kindly  cared 
for  me  during  my  sickness.  There  were 
many  other  sick  soldiers  in  this  place  but 
most  of  them  were  kept  in  a hospital.  As 
it  was  in  the  beginning  of  the  war,  every 
time  a soldier  died  the  Church  bells  would 
toll.  For\a  while  the  bells  were  kept  toll- 
ing nearly  all  day  long.  I knew  when  the 
slow  measured  strokes  of  those  Ixlls 
reached  mv  ears  that  so  pie  soldier  boy  had 
laid  down  his  gun  forever.  I knew  that 
some  mother,  sister,  or  j Sweetheart  would 
wait  in  vain  tor  his  home  coming. 

O.  how  sad  I would  feel  at  such  times ! I 
shall  never  forget  the  parental  kindness  of 
those  dear  old  Virginia  rebels.  Some  of 
them  I'm  sure  have  “walked  through  the 
valley  and  shadow”  a fid  crossed  the  tur- 
bid chilly  stream  and  have  entered  the 
sweet  fields  of  living  green  beyond.

Rebaptism. 

The  discussion  of  the  question  of  rebap- 
tism might  be  made  a little  more  interest- 
ing perhaps,  by  relating  a circumstance 
that  took  place  in  Jackson,  Miss.,  a few 
years  ago.

Some  years  after,  one  of  them,  now 
a young  lady,  became  very  much  troubled 
about  her  sins,  and  especially  was  she  in 
trouble  on  account  of  her  foolish  and  sinful 
act  in  joining  the  church  as  she  had  done.

Young  men  of  ever)-  denomination  are 
here,  who  are  to  be  scattered  broadcast  all 
over  our  country  to  wield  an  influence. 
Their  spiritual  lives  must  be  touched  and 
quickened  by  this  very  highest  efficiency 
while  they  are  yet  in  the  formntive  period. 
The  Baptists  and  Presbyterians  of  the 
town  are  now  making  strenuous  efforts  to 
‘erect  new  and  larger  houses  of  worship,  in 
order  to  accommodate  the  increased  at- 
tendance.

The  trip 
has  been  in  contemplation;  for  some  time, 
but  it  was  thought  necessary  to  tarry  un- 
til the  marshes,  bog-holes,  land  the  impas- 
sable swamps  should  dr)-  up  and  become 
sufficiently  firm  to  insure  his  safe  return. 
How  sadly  misinformed  he  was!  Here  is 
one  of  the  richest  and  most  delightful  sec- 
tions of  country  to  lie  found  anywhere. 
For  a distance  of  150  miles  along  the  "Fa- 
ther of  waters"  and  50  miles  east  and  west* 
and  at  once  the  most  charming  country 
within  our  borders.  Thej  soil  loamy  and 
rich,  producing  on  an  overage  a 
cotton  per  acre,  while  corn  and  other  cere- 
als grow  to  great  perfection.  The  white 
population  arc  intelligent  kml  refined,  and 
judging  from  the  appearance  of  the  people, 
they  arc  as  healthy  as  in  other  parts  of  the 
State.
